Aud this not 
only because of the gigantic propor- 
tions of the enterprise itself, but 
as well hceause of the tremendo is 
Influence il la likely to exert ov- 
er Other devclopnieuts. The Con- 
solidation Company, as repeatedly 
stated in tlie Manufacturers Rec-
